RETAIL MERCHANTS of Palm Springs have not taken 
advantage of the m any benefits to be obtained from a 
cooperative m erchandising program . Realizing this, a 
num ber of the m erchants b a t e suggested the form ation 
of a Retail M erchants association here. The current swing 
to a “buyers m ark e t" has m ade the need for such an or­ 
ganization all the m ore apparent. 
Most cities— and even sm all towns— have such asso­ 
ciations. They have found th at business can be stim ulated 
by getting the m erchants of an y com m unity to cooperate 
in com m unity wide m erchandising events, style shows, 
window displays and other sale promotions. By "sale 
events, vve do not necessarily m ean price cutting, but 
rath e r impressing people with the m erchandise available 
and interesting them in buying. 
A chain shoe store o perator was telling us the other 
day how the retail shoe dealers association was organized 
for the purpose of stim ulating the sale of shoes. If vve just 
waited for people to buy shoes until theirs wore out, he 
told us, our stores would not do enough business to stay 
open; we m ust be constantly interesting people in buying 
new shoes. 
. . 
Residents and visitors are not aw are of th e wide va­ 
riety of m erchandise available here. T hat s one reason 
m any people buy things elsew here th a t are obtainable 
right here. An individual store cannot do much by itselt 
b u t a cooperative effort by a large group of stores can 
have a m arked effect on prospective buyers. They m ust 
be sold— the desire m ust be created. 
The second m eeting to organize a Retail M erchants 
association here will be held next Monday. Here is an 
organization th a t will directly benefit every m erch an t in 
the com m unity. O ur m erchants should be aw ake to the 
need of such a group and tak e an active interest in its 
formation. It. will not conflict with the C ham ber of '-'om * 
merce or any o th e r organization in th e city. It will have 
specific and lim ited objectives, as vve understand it 
would he confined to w ays and m eans of stim ulating retail 
sales at the various stores. 
_ 
Such a group would benefit the entire com m unity by 
helping create prosperity am ong th e local m erchants. 
These people are th e backbone of our com m unity, unless 
they grow and prosper th e com m unity cannot grow and 
prosper. And th e tim e to get started is right now. The 
group can get organized now when m erch an ts are n o t so 
busy and m ake plans for the fall and w inter seasons.

officers in California cities. E s­ 
pecially is this said to be had 
in view of the accepted high liv­ 
ing conditions here. As a general 
rule, rule, every One of the local 
officers must have outside in ­ 
come 
to sustain 
himself and 
family. Of the 23 members of the 
force, five have their own homes, 
either purchased previously or on 
contract at the present time. 


IN MOST INSTANCES, where 
married, the wife works or the 
officer draws a veteran’s pension, 
or he is forced to do outside work 
to supplement his income—not a 
healthy situation. The base pay 
here for o f f i c e r s is $218 per 
month with a raise in four years 
to $273. 
With living costs in the Village 
higher than other soulhcrn Cali­ 
fornia towns or cities this would 
appear to be considerably out of 
line. 
According 
to 
City 
Manager 
William Alworth. the V i l l a g e 
situation and 
Glendale's were 
studied by the same concern of 
evaluators and experts at a p ­ 
proximately the same time and 
both were started out on the 
same schedule according to the 
findings of the company. Yet to­ 
day, with Palm Springs living 
costs 
admittedly 
higher 
than 
Glendale, th at city now has a 
scale of $254 to $315. 
And. according to Managpr Al­ 
worth, there is no possibility of 
a change since all the city em ­ 
ployees are under the same pay 
structure. M anager Alworth is 
guided by the rules and instruc­ 
tions set before him so he can 


he held blameless for any In­ 
fractions against the livelihood 
of the city police from an equit­ 
able standpoint. 


BUT IT IS EVIDENT from past 
events that something should be 
done about the matter. Police­ 
men are hum an beings— in fact, 
in Palm Springs they are a very 
high type of hum an being—and 
they should bo given a toehold 
on comfortable and assured liv­ 
ing conditions. 
Rent 
is considerably 
higher 
than in most metropolitan areas 
and food costs are at least 20 
per cent more. Added to this is 
the fact that the force covers an 
area of 22 square miles in its 
scope of regular operations. (Our 
closest 
neighbor. 
Indio, 
has a 
starting pay of $225 for its force 
with only three fourths of one 
square mile to cover.) Indio's as­ 
sessed valuation is roughly $1.­ 
500.000 and yet carries a police 
budget of about $30,000. Palm 
Springs is less than twice that 
budget—$76.000— for a com m u­ 
nity with an assessed valuation 
of nearly $20 millions. 


THE P O L I C E M E N of Palm 
Springs are of the highest cali­ 
ber. A great many improvements 
have been allocated and selected 
for the city of Palm Springs by 
thp voters, m any of which are 
for the affording of proper tools 
with which the force is to work. 
But on the other hand, it is 
also 
necessary 
the 
city 
have 
proper equipment all thp way 
along the line, including its per­ 
sonnel. And the only way a com­ 
petent personnel Is to remain 


th a t w ay Is for It to be a d e ­ 
quately compensated. So that ou' 
officers of Palm Springs do not 
have to take on extra duty at a 
night club or as a special officer 
at a dance (after eight to 12 


hours regular duty) to obtain a 
few more bucks for that extra 
m argin—whether he gets by on 
his pay or has to borrow money 
to meet any emergency that m ay 
arise.
